page of trains. Between Jackson, Tenn., and 
Canton, Miss., 20 miles, two or three stations 
have modified the quarantine regulations to 
the extent of permitting trains to stop, pro- 
vided there is a rigid inspection by the proper 
authorities. There are no cases of fever out- 
side of Jackson, Miss., upon the 900 miles of 
railway controlled by the Illinois Central 
south of Oairo, nor is there a dase on the 
Mobile & Ohio road between Cairo and Mobile; 
and it may be taken as an absolute fact at this 
time, that there ie nota single case of yellow. 
fever in the lower Mississippi Valley outside 
of Jackson, Miss., and its vicinity.

Wasurnotor, D. O., September 2.—Sur- 
geon-General Hamilton has received a teie- 
eram from Inspector Williamson at Live Oak, 
Fla., saying that the official report from 
Fernandina shows twelve new cases 
there and three at Eilan vine. 
Surgeon Williams at Fort Monroe, Va., tele - 
graphed to-day that he examined the crew of 
the British steamer Budapesth, and found 
nine men sick with malarial fever, but he adds 
that the cases are not stispicious. 

Surgeon-General Hamilton bas sent the fol 
lowing telegram to H. E. Datteroy, President 
Board ot Health, Fernandina, Fla.: 

our problem is how to get out 
your people that are healthy. Dr. Fra- 
zier can give you reports of cases in 
Fernandina for some weeks past. Please see 
him and find out what portions ofthe city are 
infected. When Dr. Ross arrives he can take 
charge of such Government relief measures as 
are necessary, by your co-operation. 
It is impossible to run any trains north, spec- 
ial, owing to the intense precaution of local 
authorities. Ithink Mr. Maxwell had better 
arrange for special trains to Camp Perry. 
Wire me fully your wishes. 

In reply toa telegram frum the Surgeon- 
General asking the cause of the panicin Mem- 
phis, Dr. G. B. Thornton telegraphed as fol- 
lows: 

No just oecasion. Bensation was caused 
by publications in daily press and the sensi- 
tive and nervous condition of the people. City 
very healthy and I am now, as all summer, 
confident there will be no cases here.’’

FREDERICK'S DIARY. 


THE RBEVELATIONS ABOUT NAPOLEON 
CREATE A SENSATION IN ENGLAND. 


Authenticity of the Diary Not Doubted—The 
African : xpeditions—‘‘Leather Apron,” 
Suspected of the White Chapel Murders, 
Brings Suit for Heavy Damages — Na- 
tional League Meeting at Dublin — 4 
Typhoid Fever t pidemic at Kingston, 
Ontario—Foreign News.

Lonpon, September 25.—Now that the whole 
article on ne Emperor Frederick’s diary in 
the Deutche Rundschau has been published a 
profound sensation has been created by the 
revelation that Napoleon tried to obtain better 
terms of peace from Germany on condition of 
making a joint war upon England. Nobody 
here doubts the authenticity of the diary, in 
#pite of official denials, seeing th he Runde 
chau is still permitted to be publignhed. Bis- 
marck’s opportune revelation in 1870 of Napo- 
leon’s designs on Belgium, opened the eyes of 
many of his admirers in England to the real 
mature of his policy, but this was almost for- 
gotten after his misfortunes. The Daily News 
reminds the influential classes in England who 
forgave Napoleon his treason against the iib- 
erty of France, because he, was supposed to 
entertain friendly feelings towards England, 
of their infatuation, which it declares cannot 
survive the present revelation of Bonapartist 
treachery. 


THE AFRICAN EXPEDITIONS. 

The committee which sent out Maj. Bartlelot 
in Africa will meet shortly. Most of the mem. 
bers are inclined to leave the matter alone 
until the result of the German expedition is 
known. Sir Samuel Baker strongly condemns 
those who have published sensational hearsay 
reports of the Bartlelot expedition. Saker 
declares that if Emin Bey is to be reached, 
suceers depends on tne absolute integrity of 
the object which must be one and one only. 
He considers that the shortest and best-known 
roate should be adopted, that is via Tangan- 
yika Lake, with headquarters at Ujiji. Baker 
criticises the policy of England in compelling 
the Egyptians to abandon Soudan to the slave 
trade, which he, and afterwards his successor 
Gordon, had distroyed.

Polish Catholic Societies Refused to Be Con- 
trolled by Their Pastors. 


Cnrcaco, III., September %.—There is 
trouble in the Parish of St. Adelbert’s Polish 
Catholic Church. The Rev. Father John Rad- 
ziejewski, pastor of the church, is at swords’ 
points with a large part of his congregation. 
Six Catholic societies, numbering nearly seven 
hundred members, have been excluded from 
the chureh because they refused to accept 


articles sent to them oy their priest, with the 
demand that they be adopted. These articles 
rovided that each society should be under 
he control of the Archbishop and the 
management of the parish priest, and 
that when present the 7 should 
preside. The latter part of this is very ob- 
noxious to them, but not so much 60 as the 
second article, which provides that the parish 
priest and his assistants shall be present at all 
elections and shall have the authority to re- 
ect all officers elected if deemed unsuitable 
y the priest. The final article gives the 
priest absolute power by declaring that no 
change shall be madein the constitution or 
by-laws without his sanction, and winds up 
by saying that any society which does not ac- 


cept the three articles is no longer a Oath-
